A five judge appellate court 
took the case under advisement 
preliminary to decision expected 
this week and certain to be car­ 
ried to the court of appeals on 
Monday. 
Concluding the seven hour argu­ 
ment, Arthur A. Ballantine, coun­ 
sel for the Republican-controlled 
legislature, told the jurists: 
“The state's 
stand 
that 
the 
legislature cannot revise budget 
appropriations 
or 
insert 
lump 
sums will mean the end of the 
legislature’s essential powers.” 
‘Glaring Errors’ 
The end of the first phase of 
the court battle came as Solicitor 
General Henry Epstein, counsel 
for the state, pointed out what 
he termed "glaring errors" in the 
legislature’s revision of the execu­ 
tive budget. 
As one example, he pointed to 
a $700,(XX) 
appropriation 
which 
he said the governor intended for 
the Long Island state park sys­ 
tem but which 
the 
Legislature 
had transferred to the Hecksher 
State Park, one of the units in 
the Long Island system. 
Epstein asserted 
the 
Legisla­ 
ture, through error, intended to 
strike out all the park appropria­ 
tions in the Long Island system 
leaving only a lump sum 
appro­ 
priation. 
“Inadvertently,” he said, “The 
Hecksher Park was left in, there­

Albany, N. Y., June 14 UP)—The 


first of a two-round judicial battle 
to determine if New York's legis- 
lature legally slashed 
Governor 


Lehman's $415,000,000 b u d g e t 
ended today with the lawmakers 
asserting their "essential powers" 
are threatened. 


A five judge appellate court 


took the case under advisement 
preliminary to decision expected 
this week and certain to be car- 
ried to the court of appeals on 
Monday. 


Concluding the seven hour argu- 


ment, Arthur A. Ballantine, coun- 
sel for the Republican-controlled 
legislature, told the jurists: 


"The state's stand that the 


legislature cannot revise budget 
appropriations or insert 
lump 


sums will mean the end of the 
legislature's essential powers." 


'Glaring Errors' 


The end of the first phase of 


the court battle came as Solicitor 
General Henry Epstein, counsel 
lor the state, pointed out what 
he termed "glaring errors" in the 
legislature's revision of the execu- 
tive budget. 


As one example, he pointed 'to 


a $700,000 appropriation 
which 


he said the governor intended for 
the Long Island state park sys- 
tem but which the Legislature 
had transferred to the Hecksher 
State Park, one of the units in 
the Long Island system. 


Epstein asserted the Legisla- 


ture, through error, intended to 
strike out all the park appropria- 
tions in the Long Island system 
leaving only a lump sum appro- 
priation. 


"Inadvertently," he said, "The 


Hecksher Park was left in, there- 
by causing the entire funds 
for 


the park system to go to 
that 


park. 


"This certainly does not indi- 


cate the serious consideration and 
study 
which 
the 
Legislature 


claims it put into revising 
the 


executive budget bill." 


"Printer's Error" 


Ballantine retorted it was a 


"printer's error." 


Earlier, the Legislature's coun- 


sel challenged the state's position 
that the executive budget bill was 
a line item measure. 


That is entirely unwarranted 
an analysis of the bill," Ballan- 


tine said. "In many cases the gov- 
ernor himself used lump sums. It 
s the contention of the Legisla- 
ture that it is free, 
through 


amendent, to do likewise." 


Ballantme's argument followed 


nearly four hours of pleadings yes- 
.erday, when the case opened be- 
"orc a five-judge court. Counsel 
'or the state, representing Demo- 
cratic Governor Lehman, labeled 
the Legislature's action "shock- 
ng and repugnant." 


While Ballantine, former under- 


secretary of the treasury and 
counsel for the legislature, main- 
ained there are no constitutional 
restrictions against its "full and 
complete" eliminations of certain 
appropriations in Governor Leh- 
man's appropriation bill, Solicitor 
General Henry Epstein held "they 
wrote an entirely new budget." 


No Partisan Issue 


"This is no partisan issue," Ep- 


stein asserted. "It is a question of 
government by constitutional man- 
date or government by legislative 
fiat." 


Restrictions on legislative finan- 


cial authority are necessary, he 
said, because "without them all 
executive accountability is de- 
stroyed with the alteration of the 
Governor's fiscal plan." 


Although the Legislature re- 


duced the Governor's $415,000,000 
spending program 
approximately 


$25,000,000, only $7,000,000 in ap- 
propriations for operation of gov- 
ernment, are involved in the test. 


The appellate 
division, 
after 


hearing the completion of argu- 
ments today, is expected to give a 
decision this week to permit the 
case to open in the Court of Ap- 
peals, 
next Monday. A ruling 


against the Legislature would re- 
quire a special session to consider 
revision of the invalidated section.

Last Evening's Rain Gives 


Only Temporary Relief 


From Drouth; Peas, 


Other Crops Gone 


Tuesday evening's rain gave 


temporary relief. from the pro- 
tracted drouth which has caused 
widespread damage to small fruits 
and vegetable crops. 


The parched ground absorbed 


the moisture but many of the 
local truck gardeners report that 
the 
moisture 
penetrated 
the 


ground only a couple of inches and 
that the relief would be but tem- 
porary, tspecialy if a hot sun and 
wind follows the storm. 


Pea Crop Ruined 


On the Kingston flats on the 


Plank road many crops have suf- 
fered heavily from lack of rain 
and the excessive temperatures. 
The local pea crop is practically 
destroyed. Peas require cool, moist 
weather to produce a good crop 
and the hot dry weather has prac- 
tically destroyed the local vines. 
Early cabbage, potatoes, lettuce 
and similar small crops on the 
Kingston flats have been burned 
and stunted to such an extent that 
one market gardener reported that 
he did not believe the rain would 
restore them. 


Strawberries Benefited 


At the Ulster County Farm 


Bureau office it was reported that 
the strawberry crop which has 
suffered very severely had been 
benefited temporarily by the rain 
where the crop was not already 
entirely dried up and lost. Hay has 
suffered from the drouth and pas- 
tures have become dry. The rain

Because of a hot, diy spring and 
eglect of drouth-abandoned land, 
he grasshoppers got an unexpect- 
•d and early start this season. 


The agriculture department al- 


«ady has spent nearly $3,000,000 
in control work this year. It has 


distributed 175,000 tons of poison 
bait and his hired thousands of 
workers to help farmers spread it 
over the land. 


Federal entomologists said that 


unless the insects are brought un- 
der control in the upper Great 
Plains soon, they will reach the 
migratory stage and start moving 
into new fields. 


Another reason given for se- 


vere grasshopper outbreaks in re- 
cent seasons is a smaller popula- 
tion of game birds, a nemesis of 
the insect.

Washington, June 14 UP)—The 


Federal Communications Commis- 
sion asked Congress today to give 
it additional control over the 
$6,000,000,000 telephone industry. 


Major recommendations of the 


commission included: 


That the FCC be authorized to 


prescribe basic cost accounting 
methods for the Western Electric 
Company, described as the "manu- 
facturer and supplier" 
for 
the 


vast Bell system. 


That the FCC be given jurisdic- 


tion over the issuance or refund- 
ing of securities 
by 
telephone 


companies subject to its jurisdic- 
tion. 
t 
That the FCC be authorized to 


prohibit the abandonment of any 
interstate line operated 
by any 


firm subject to its jurisdiction. 


That the filing with the FCC of 


applications for consolidation of 
telephone companies by manda- 
tory, instead of optional, as 
at 


present. 
That FCC approval be required 


for all acquisitions by one com- 
pany of the stock of another com- 
pany for purposes of control. 


That the Bell System be re- 


quired to license its patents to 
others who can use them bene- 
ficially. 
The present 
practice, 


officials said, is for the Bell Sys- 
tem to refuse patents to 
others 


who are engaged in the same field. 


"Improper Influence" 


Asserting that the Bell System 


"has pursued an active policy of 
cultivating public good will 
at 


considerable expense," the report 
added: 
'There is evidence ,to indicate 


that improper influence has been 
brought to bear upon regulatory 
and legislative 
bodies 
charged 


with the duty of fixing rates for 
Bell System companies. 
This 


practice is clearly against public 
interest, is condemned, and should 
not be countenanced by any regu- 
latory body." 


It is described as necessary 


"strong regulatory powers 
over 


the 
telephone 
industry, 
both 


through the agencies of state 
regulatory bodies and the federal 
government." 


The efforts of individual states 


to ascertain many of the 
basic 


facts necessary for effective tele- 
phone rate and service regulation 
within their borders," the report 
continued, "have at all times been 
hampered and have frequently 
aeen rendered largely 
nugatory 


by reason of their 
necessarily 


limited jurisdiction, many essen- 
tial elements of Bell System or- 
ganization and practices being be- 
yond their control." 


The report said the Bell Sys- 


tem controls 21 operating 
tele- 


phone companies commonly known 
as associated companies, among 
which is Western Electric. 


At the end of 1934, the parent 


company, American Telephone & 
Telegraph, was reported to have 
direct or indirect ownership of 10 
per cent or more of the voting 
securities of 272 companies, and 
n 181 of these companies owned 
50 per cent or more of the out- 
standing voting securities.

full $1,477,000,000 asked by President Roosevelt for WPA but recom- 
mending substitution of a three-man board for the WPA administra- 
tor, went to the house today from its appropriations committee. 


Announcement of this 'and a handful of other recommendations for 


major changes in the relief set-up signaled the opening of a major 
fight over whether federal re-<?>- 
lief would continue to be admin- 
istered along the lines followed by 
the Roosevelt administration since 
1933. 


The committee axe, its report 


to the House showed, was directed 
chiefly against the National Youth 
Administration. The NYA appro- 
priation was slashed from $123,- 
000,000 asked by the President to 
$81,000,000. 


The full farm security adminis- 


tration appropriation of $123,000,- 
000 was recommended. Addition- 
ally, the committee provided for 
earmarking $125,000,000 of the 
WPA's $1,477,000,000 for heavy 
construction 
approved 
by 
the 


PWA. 


The bill, carrying funds for the 


fiscal year beginning July 1, to- 
taled $1,716,000,000. 


The WPA appropriation recom- 


mended was $773,000,000 
less 


than the outlay for the 
current 


fiscal year, which ends June 30. 
Col. F. C. Harrington, administra- 
tor, told the committee it would 
provide employment ranging from 
2,400,000 persons next January 
and February to 1,500,000 in June, 
1940.

State Counsel Points Out 


'Glaring Errors' in Way 
Cuts Made

Albany, N. Y., June 14 UP)—The 


first of a two-round judicial battle 
to determine if New York's legis- 
lature legally slashed Governor 
Lehman's $415,000,000 b u d g e t 
ended today with the lawmakers 
asserting their "essential powers" 
are threatened. 


A five judge appellate court 


took the case under advisement 
preliminary to decision expected 
this week and certain to be car- 
ried to the court of appeals on 
Monday. 


Concluding the seven hour argu- 


ment, Arthur A. Ballantine, coun- 
sel for the Republican-controlled 
legislature, told the jurists: 


"The state's stand that the 


legislature cannot revise budget 
appropriations or 
insert lump 


sums will mean the end of the 
legislature's essential powers." 


'Glaring Errors' 


The end of the first phase of 


the court battle came as Solicitor 
General Henry Epstein, counsel 
for the state, pointed out what 
he termed "glaring errors" in the 
legislature's revision of the execu- 
tive budget. 


As one example, he pointed to 


a $700,000 appropriation which 
he said the governor intended for 
the Long Island state park sys- 
tem but which the 
Legislature 


had transferred to the Hecksher 
State Park, one of the units in 
the Long Island system. 


Epstein asserted 
the Legisla- 


ture, through error, intended to 
strike out all the park appropria- 
tions in the Long Island system 
leaving only a lump sum appro- 
priation. 
, 


"Inadvertently," he said, "The 


Hecksher Park was left in, there- 
by causing the entire funds for 
the park system to go to that 
park. 


"This certainly does not indi- 


cate the serious consideration and 
study 
which 
the 
Legislature 


claims it put into revising the 
executive budget bill." 


"Printer's Error" 


Ballantine retorted it was a 


"printer's error." 


Earlier, the Legislature's coun- 


sel challenged the state's position 
that the executive budget bill was 
a line item measure. 


"That is entirely unwarranted 


by an analysis of the bill," Ballan- 
tine said. "In many cases the gov- 
ernor himself used lump sums. It 
is the contention of the Legisla- 
ture that it is free, through 
amendent, to do likewise." 


Ballantine's argument followed 


nearly four hours of pleadings yes- 
terday, when the case opened be- 
fore a five-judge court. Counsel 
for the state, representing Demo- 
cratic Governor Lehman, labeled 
the Legislature's action "shock- 
ing and repugnant." 


While Ballantine, former under- 


secretary of the treasury and 
counsel for the legislature, main- 
tained there are no constitutional 
restrictions against its "full and 
complete" eliminations of certain 
appropriations in Governor Leh- 
man's appropriation bill, Solicitor 
General Henry Epstein held "they 
wrote an entirely new budget." 


Is'o Partisan Israe 


"This is no partisan issue," Ep- 


stein asserted. "It is a question of 
jovernment by constitutional man- 
date or government by legislative 
fiat." 


Restrictions on legislative finan- 


cial authority are necessary, he 
said, because "without them all 
executive accountability is de- 
sjtroyed with the alteration of the 


iovornor's fiscal plan." 
Although the Legislature re- 


duced the Governor's 5415,000,000 
;pending program approximately 
$25,000,000, only $7,000,000 in ap- 
propriations for operation of gov- 
ernment, are involved in the test. 


The appellate division, after 


hearing the completion of argu- 
ments today, is expected to give a 
decision this week to permit the 
case to open in the Court of Ap- 
peals, next Monday. A ruling 
against the Legislature would re- 
quire a special session to consider 
revision of the invalidated section.

STAR-SPANGLED BANNER 


The custom of observing Flag Day—June 


14—is growing, although it is not a holiday 
in any part of the country. It was on June 
14,1777, that the Continental Congress, then 
in session in Philadelphia, adopted a resolu- 
tion which described the flag of "the thirteen 
United States". The alternate red and white 
stapes, blue Union and white stars were pre- 
scribed, but no hint was given as to how or 
why that ensemble was selected. 


There are many stories about the origin 


of the design. Some historians have sug- 
gested that the stars were taken from the 
Washington family coat of arms. Others 
have said they were the abstract symbol of 
the young nation's lofty aspirations. There 
are other theories, but the facts are not 
known. The tradition that Betsy Ross made 
the first flag and that George Washington 
had much to do with its design is pleasing 
and is as much a part of the school child's 
introduction to American history as the 
cherry tree story. 


At any rate, we have a beautiful flag and 


we thrill to see it waving against a blue sky 
on a fine June day, or on any of the special 
days and anniversaries on which we display 
it before our homes and on public buildings. 
And as the creation of a new nation over- 
shadowed the creation of its flag, today the 
most important fact of its glory is that it is 
still the "flag of the free." 


PAN-AMERICAN PROGRESS 


An American sales director returned from 


South America says the Latin-Americans are 
getting "fed up" with Nazi propaganda. The 
short-wave broadcasts with which they have 
been deluging that continent are not doing 
Germany any good, and in fact are beginning 
to have the opposite effect. 


"Americans don't have to worry about 


Germany as a serious commercial threat to 
the United States," he says, "because the 
Nazis haven't been able to produce and sup- 
ply to the Latin-American importer mer- 
chandise of the quality and standard received 
from the United States." 


This is partly the result of improvement 


in the quality and handling of our exports, 
and deterioration in Germany's. It repre- 
sents, too, the Latin-American dislike for the 
Nazi system and for the methods used by 
Nazi propagandists. 


We have been indulging in radio propa- 


ganda ourselves, in competition with the 
Nazis, and probably it does some good, be- 
cause the Central and South Americans seem 
to like our programs. But the most effective 
appeals are good-neighboring on the part of 
our government and tourists, and good qual- 
ity and reasonable prices and credit in our 
export trade.

HERNIA—OPERATION OR INJECTION? 


VICTIMIZED CHILDREN 


The plight of thousands of children In 


Europe today is one of the blackest marks 
against contemporary civilization. The Nazi 
program in Germany and neighboring areas 
and the war in Spain inflicted suffering and 
sorrow on 120,000 children, of whom more 
than 34,000 have been sent from their home- 
lands and often from their families. 


France, Great Britain, the Netherlands, 


Soviet Russia and Switzerland have taken in 
large numbers of these waifs. A few chil- 
dren, less unfortunate than others, have been 
placed temporarily in private homes. Many 
are in institutions and many in special camps 
set up to care for them. They are fed and 
clothed by private relief funds. Subscriptions 
raised in Sweden, for example, provide for a 
colony of 1,500 Spanish children in France. 
Holland is building a large camp for destitute 
German refugees who have crossed the fron- 
tier illegally. Each family will have its own 
house. 


It may be taken for granted that there 


are, in Europe and in China, other thousands 
of children, 
terrified, 
hungry, orphaned, 


maimed, insecure. 


Here is a problem that knows no boundary 


lines or racial distinctions m its appeal to 
truly civilized men and women. The organ- 
izations already at work in behalf of these 
children should have all the support we can 
give them. Other groups studying the situa- 
tion and seeking final solution should have 
popular support and should be urged to speed 
up their u ork. And all of this should stimu- 
late us here in the United States to look more 
carefully at our oun insecure and wretched 
victims of the economic struggle and do 
something now to solve their problems. 


NO FEAR OF KINGS 


Twenty years ago, Daniel W. Hoan, Mil- 


waukee's Socialist mayor, refused to act as 
official host to King Albert of Belgium. He 
thought he couldn't "stand with the working 
man" and also be gracious to a King, even 
when the King \vas as democratic and as 
well-liked as the Belgian Albert. 


Today Mayor Hoan has a different point 


of view. He is willing to serve as honorary 
chairman of the committee which will wel- 
come the Croun Prince and Crown Princess 
of Norway to Milwaukee on June 20. 


"Crown Prince Olav is a representative of 


a democratic country," Mayor Hoan ex- 
plains. ','He uses a bicycle. He conducts a 
dairy farm. He has been born to royalty, 
but he lives a lot like a working man. Be- 
sides, it isn't the kings we have to worry 
about today. It's the dictators."

He works another 45 mini.tes to 


pay for clothing, 61 minutes for per- 
sonal expenses such as medical care 
and recreation, 41 minutes for trans- 
portation and 42 minutes for other 
miscellaneous items. 


And during the purchasing of all 


these family needs, according to the 
N. C. T. C., he pays an amount in 
hidden taxes equivalent to his earn- 
ings for 57 minutes of this aver- 
age work day.

Peace Memorial 
To Father Jogues 


With tiM «mt mUew of the 


world wittinc f<* *•*• N<w York 
sUte is to unvtU • peace memor- 
ial on July 3. It will be a tribute 
to Father Isaac Jofuet, discoverer 
of take Geort*, Warren county, 
New York, in 1646, and who was 
later tortured to death by the Bio* 
Juwk tribe of the Iroquois Indians 
nation 
to whom he southt to 


bring the message of civilization. 
At that time Father Jogues was 
the French ambucador of peace 
to the six nations of the Iroquou 
Confederacy. 
The memorial will cost $75,000 


and the funds were tppropriated 
last year by the New York state 


legislature. The tJedktUoo of the 
memorial will be a dtaax of an 
effort of 30 years or men by 
many historical and patriotic so- 
cieties of the state, and beyond, to 
honor the memory of the famous 
French explorer. 
Distinfulched speakers will par- 


ticipate In the ceremonies on state 
landin Fort Geotfe Park at Lake 
George village. Nearby are the 
French burial trenches of pre-rev- 
olutionary days. The unveilint is 
under the direction ot the Father 
Isaac Jogues Commission, created 
by chapter 870 of the laws of 1936. 
Assemblyman Harry A. Reoux ot 
Warrensburg, chairman 
of the 


powerful judiciary committee of 
the Assembly, is chairman of the 
commission. 
Other officers include John S. 
Burke, president of B. Altman & 
Co., of New York city, head of the 
Friedum and Altman Founda- 
tions, and president of the Father 


Jefuea Society, who fc vie* chair- 
man. The secretary is Senator 
Benjamin F. Feinberg of Platts-' 
burf, chairman of the Senate ju- 
diciary committee. 
The commission is a Joint body 
created by the law which Gov- 
ernor Lehman sicned, and is com- 
posed 
of

brunches of the legislature and of 
eminent reliiious leaden and lay- 
men. The other members of th« 
commission include: The Rt. Rtv. 
Ernest Milmore Stires, Bishop of 
the P. E. Diocese of Long Island, 
who has a summer home on Lake 
George; the Rev. John J. Wynn, 
S. J., noted Jesuit author and edu- 
cator of Fordham University, the 
Bronx, New York city. Also As- 
semblyman John A. Devany, Jr., 
of the Bronx, former Senator 
James A. Garnty of W«stch«ster 
county and former Assemblyman 
Thomas A. Lahey of Lake Placid. 


Th« commission spent two years 


in holding hearings in New York 
city, up-state sections, at Ticon- 
deroga, Lake George and also in- 
spected a number of sites. Final- 
ly the stat* land in Fort George 
Park was unanimously agreed up- 
on as the ideal site and desirable 
from the viewpoint of reducing 
the cost by the use of state land. 


Inviutions were sent to sculp- 
tors to submit plans for the me- 
morial. The commission finally 
selected Charles Keck, the noted 
sculptor of New York city, to 
model the figure of Father Isaac 
Jogues. The bronze casting has 
been accomplished and the statue 
will be in position in a few da>s.

During the meeting 
Tuesday 


night Philip E. Kearney, historio- 
grapher for No. 10, read the fol- 
lowing interesting history of the 
progress of Free Masonry in this 
section: 
'Tradition informs us of the in- 


stitution of Free and Accepted 
Masons in Kingston several years 
prior to the Revolutionary War. 
From the time of its organization 
down to the year 1777, when 
Kingston was burned by the Brit- 
ish, Masons held regular commu- 
nications for work and instruction. 
It is presumed that the records 
were destroyed in the general, con- 
flagration. 


'.The first meeting place of a 


Masonic Lodge here, known as 
Livingston Lodge No. 23, as early 
as 1790, was the old Senate House. 
After the Revolution Freemason- 
ry was the first of various institu- 
tions to be revived. 


"On December 26, 1805, by res- 


olution of the Lodge, the warrant 
under which Livingston Lodge was 
working was surrendered to the 
Irand Lodge of the State of New 
York and Masonry ceased to ex- 
ist here. The cause for the action 
does not appear upon the record. 
The entire membership of the 
Lodge was about 125. During its 
years of working the Lodge was 
frequently visited by the Clintons, 
Livingstons, Van Burens and oth- 
ers, men not only high in Masonry, 
but in the state and nation. 
"From December 26, 1805, to 


August 28, 1808, there was no reg- 
ularly constituted Lodge of work- 
ing Masons in Kingston.

Masonic Persecutions 


"Regular communications were

It is 
supposed that about this time the 
lodge closed up its affairs anc 
ceased working altogether in con- 
sequence of anti-Masonic persecu- 
tions.

Utica, N. Y., June 14 UB—An 


official of the Dairymen's League 
Co-operative today blamed mid- 
western dairy acres as one cause 
of reduced 
earnings for New 


York's milk producers. 


Henry H. Rathbun of New Hart- 


ford, a league vice president, said 
diversion of "mapy western acres 
from grain and cotton to dairy- 
ing" during the past year is re- 
flected in lower prices on manu- 
factured milk products. 


Rathbun cited statistics from a 


report prepared for presentation 
to the organization's two day con- 
vention opening this morning. 


Average butter prices, the re- 


port said, fell during the year 
from 33'.6 cents a pound to 26.4 
cents. Cheese quotations dropped 
from 16.1 cents to 12.7, while 
milk for evaporated purposes went 
Tom $1.62 per hundredweight to 
$1.28. 


Skim 
milk powder declined 


from 5.69 cents a pound to 8.47 
cents. 


"When it is noted that the 


irices of all manufactured milk 
>roducts declined approximately 
!1 per cent," the report said, "it 
s not surprising that milk prices 
to farmers fell to 8 per cent."
